The  award  is  a fitting  one,  as  Bonnie  Gray 
was  indeed  a friend  ...  a friend  to  education,  to  the  community,  and  to  the 
people  of  Hanover.  She  will  always  be  fondly  remembered  for  her  achieve- 
ments, service,  and  her  love  for  her  Hanover  community.
